8 . F 163 has been signed by the 
governor, and it is im p ortant that all 
clerks of court and sheriffs in the 
state know of its p rovision« at once. 
The bill relates to i<ersoual tax de­ 
linquencies and radically amends the 
old law. 
U nder tha old law, on Ap rj! 
let of each year, the treasurer or 
auditor nisde out a statement showing 
the (wrsonal delinquents, and the 
clerk of court immediately issued 
citatum« against tbe delinquents, who 
were p ut to great inconvenience aucj 
hardship in many cases. 
The new 
law p rovides that the clerk shall not 
issue these citations, but that the de­ 
linquent* shall have fifteen days from 
Ap ril 1st, during which they may tile 
au answer aud lake the case into court 
if in their op iuiou the assessment ia 
wrong, or from any other reason the 
tax should not be p aid. 
T be new law 
is directly in the interest of the p oor 
tax p ayers.__________________ 


Will Orga nize . 
The Minneap olis Tun» e of yester 
day contaius the following, which is 
the latest in regard to organization: 
Senator Whitney asked yesterday 
that H. F. 508 (The Cass and Beltrami 
organization bill) be taken from the 
taide and referred to himsell and Sen 
ator F itte r for amendment. 
This 
was done without objection. 
Jl js un 
derstood that the friends and op p o 
nents of the lull have agreed on a 
comp romise, and that the hill will he 
p assed without op p osition today. 
Sen 
ator Whitney, who rep resents the 
homesteaders.and Senator Potter, who 
stands for the lumbermen, agreed on 
a bill yesterday. 
It limits the county 
to a tax levy of 812.000 p er annum for 
ten years to run the county government 
of Beltrami, and to 2 p er cent for 
school p urp oses, and also limits the 
indebtedness. 
The 
homesteaders 
have agreed to these fiscal restrictions, 
ind the lumber Interests have with 
drawn their op p osition on the strength 
of these restrictions. 
F. J. Cline, 
w ho rep resents the p ine land dep art­ 
ment of T. B. Walker's business, 
states that Mr. Walker is entirely 
p leased with this arrangement. 
He 
denies the rep ort that Mr. Walker 
was op p osed to the settlem ent of the 
county. 
All he wants is to p revent 
wild financial management and keep 
the county government down to a 
careful and business like system. 
It 
is undeistood that all op {>osition to 
the organization p roject is now p ast, 
and that the bill will p ass by almost 
unanimous vote.” 
Since the above was p ut m typ e 
this morning, Jud g e Holland has re­ 
ceived a telegram announcing that 
the bill bad p assed the senate.

It finds the coudi to.<s *u Minnesota 
ex cellent for be *t raising, and submits 
rep orts of ex p eriments made in 1890, 
in raising sugar beets, which p laces 
Crow W m g county at the head of tbe 
list in tbe quality of the beets raised 
as to tbe amount of sugar contained 
in the beets, and the p urity 
T ne 
Mmnea|>oli8 Journal p ublished the 
rep ort comp lete, from which we clip 
the following ex tracts: 
“At the p resent tim e there are ne­ 
gotiations under way betweeu Phila­ 
delp hia cap italists aud 
the Great 
Northern. Northern Pacific and St. 
Paul & Duluth rail ways which, if sue 
fully comp leted, will result iu the 
establishment of four large beet sugar 
factories in this state, and there are 
numerous p rivate p arties who have 
signified a desire to enter u|>ou the 
field which looks as p romising. 
“Some interesting calculations have 
beeu made by Professor Kaiser 
He 
says that during the years from 1891 
to 1895 inclusive the United Slates im­ 
p orted sugar aud tnollasgea to tbeval 
ue of $ 540,000,000 ex clusive of tariff 
charges. 
During the same p eriod, in 
round utimbers, our ex p orts of wheat 
and flour amounted to $ 736,000,000 
Ada the duty charges to the former 
aud it is almost as great as the latter. 
“Professor Kaiser also 
estimate* 
that the 1,500.000 p eop le iu M'unesota 
u» e annually 90,000,000 p ounds of su 
gar, costing about $ 
4,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , every 
ceut of which goes out of the state 
It needs no further argum ent to show 
the vast net-• of the m arket 
which 
await« the coming industry. 
*’|u order to give a fair idea of the 
value of the beet sugar industry it is 
necessary to quote a few figures. The 
total p roduct of the bee» sugar iu the 
United States in 1895 was 30,000 tons; 
of cane sugar, 824.000 tons, 
Total 
domestic p roduction, including map le 
aud sorghum sugar, 377,000 tous. 
The total imp ort# were 1.450,000 tons, 
valued at $ 110,000,000 
The total con­ 
sump tion was 1,950,000 tons of 2.240 
p ounds. 
It can be seen by this that 
tbe United States consumes about 


2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 tous of sugar annually, and 
p roduces but 377,000 tons of sugar 
annually. 
I’he first beet sugar factory 
America was bp ilt at i^hatsworcb. III., 
1863. 
There are now eight factories 
located iu five different states, and oue 
other to be built in Wisconsin 
These 
factories m 1895 turned out GO, 
0 0 0 ,- 


0 0 0 p ounds of sugar. 
“The universal testimony of chem ­ 
ists, says the rep ort, is that auy good 
wheat land is suitable for beets, and it 
is, therefore, easy to see that they can 
be cultivated with great success in 
almost any p ortion of the sta» « . 
Re 
p eated analysis has shown that beets 
raised in the United vSintes contain a 
great p ercentage of sugar as similar 
vegiables grown in Europ e. 
“D. A. H arp er of the Minnesota ex 
p erimental station after four years ex 
in beet sugar cultivation ir 
the state, says the re*qlt» were reason 
ably satisfactory. 
T he ex p eriments 
of 1890 were so encouraging t bat seeds 
were imp orted from Germany, 
and 
distributed among 2,500 farmers in all 
p arts of the stats. 
The results are 
best stated in the fuilu*iug table;

The invention of the schooner was 
an imp ortant event to the New Eng­ 
land fisheries, for its rig has been 
found, after nearly two centuries of 
trial, well adap ted to fishing vessels 
emp loyed in the western A tlantic 
It has been materially imp roved, 
however, since its adop tion, and the 
lofty, yachtlike fishing clip p er of 
today bears little resemblance to its 
ancient p rototyjoi, even though the 
rig remains the same in p rincip le. 
Immediately after the Revolution­ 
ary war the adop tion of the “ Che 
bacco boat” became quite genera), 
esp ecially along the north shore of 
Massachusetts. 
These diminutive 
craft, at first ranging from about 
five to ten tons, derived their 
ctflc name from Chebacco, now* a 
p art of the town of Essex , Mass., 
where they originated. 
Cat rigged, 
with two masts, they were “ handy” 
boats and became so p op ular that 
they could bo met with on almost 
all of the inshore grounds. 
Iu later 
years, when sot no were as large as 
from 15 to 20 tonH, they grew more» 
venturesome, and their cruises ex ­ 
tended to the offshore banks. 
Indeed tradition tells of some go­ 
ing as far as the West Indies during 
the embargo p eriod, carrying out 
cargoes of fish and returning with 
rum, sugar or molasses. 
The diffi­ 
culty of intercourse at that time 
often made these ventures p rofitable, 
and ap p arently l*» ss risk was taken 
in these diminutive vessels than in 
larger craft. 
As early as 1*20 the p inky began 
to sup ersede the Chebacco boat. 
This was sim ilar in form to the lat­ 
ter, being a sharp sterned craft, but 
it was larger and carried a bow­ 
sp rit and jib, thus having n full 
schooner rig. It was most generally 
in use north of Cap e Cod until about 
1840. In the meantime square stern 
schooners, usually with low quarter 
decks—thus distinguished from the 
old fashioned high quarter dock 
craft of the Marblehead typ e—were 
built, and for some years after the 
last mentioned date they w’ero flroo- 
erall}T p referred to all others. Pros­ 
p erity led to continued imp rove­ 
ment, and about the middle of the 
century a m aterial change w’as made 
in the introduction of the modern 
clip p er schooners.—Josep h William 
Cqllip s in llarj>er’i> Maga?ip o.

It is one of the beliefs of Mussul­ 
mans that a mutilated body cannot 
enter heaven. 
So cannibalism, or 
the dread of it, had its effects on 
these slave dealing Arabs. 
The Bangala p eop le cannot have a 


siugie mow ot ntumtuuy. t uey nave 
the cruel habit of muiming the ani­ 
mal they want to eat, lodieving that 
when it lingers half alive its flesh 
will become tender. 
Though thoro 
was an abundance of hip p op otami, 
the cannibals p referred human flesh, 
and they dealt in it 
An instance is p resented of a sen­ 
try iu the emp loy of tin* white forces 
who, under instruction, tired at a 
sup p osed enemy.

sentry, and tho son thought it was

Golden Days tells a story of a 
prospector in Alaska who, in com­ 
pany with eight other men, was 
walking across a great icefield. At 
one place a thin sheet of ice hid 
from view a crack about 3 feet wide. 
The party approached the crevasse 
diagonally, the prospector in ad 
Vance, when suddenly he and the 
next man in the line dipped through 
the thin coating of ice and disap­ 
peared in the chasm below. Their 
cries narrowly prevented some of 
the others from meeting a similar 
fate. 
The second man carried a gun, 
and aa he held on to it the weapon 
lodged crossways in the crevasse and 
enabled him to be rescued, but the 
prospector went down at least 76 
feet and was tightly jammed be­ 
tween the walls of ice.

tain Robinson built and rigged 
ketch, as they were then called, 
masted and rigged it in a peculiar 
manner; when launched, the pecul­ 
iar motion she made as she glided I 
into She water from the stocks caus­ 
ed one of the bystanders to exclaim, 
‘Oh, how she sooons!’

And thus the 
schooner originated." This event 
happened in 1713, and three years 
later mention is made of the em­ 
ployment of a “scooner" in the fish­ 
eries off Cape Sable, Nova Scotia. 
The invention of the schooner was 
an important event to the New Eng­ 
land fisheries, for its rig has been 
found, after nearly two centuries of 
trial, well adapted to fishing vessels 
employed in the western Atlantia 
It bas been materially improved, 
however, since its adoption, and the 
lofty, yachtlike fishing clipper of 
today bears little resemblance to its 
ancient prototype, even though the 
rig remains the same in principle. 
Immediately after the Revolution­ 
ary war the adoption of the ‘‘Che 
ba coo boat" beearn o quite general, 
especially along the north shore of 
Massachusetts. 
These diminutive 
craft, at first ranging from about 
five to ten tons, derived their spe­ 
cific name from Chebacco, now a 
part of the town of Essex, Mass., 
where they originated. Cat rigged, 
with two masts, they were “handy" 
boats and became so popular that 
they could be met with on almost 
all of the inshore grounds. 
In later 
years, when some were as large as 
from 15 to 20 tons, they grew more 
venturesome, and their cruises ex­ 
tended to the offshore banka 
Indeed tradition tells of some go­ 
ing as far as the West Indies during 
the embargo period, carrying out 
cargoes of fish and returning with 
rum, sugar or molasses. The diffi­ 
culty of intercourse at that time 
often made these ventures profitable, 
and apparently less risk was taken 
in these diminutive vessels than jn 
larger praff. 
As early as 1820 the pinky began 
to supersede the Chebacco boat 
This was similar in form to the lat­ 
ter, being a sharp sterned craft, but 
it was larger and carried a bow­ 
sprit and* jib, thus having a fall 
schooner rig. It was most generally 
in use north of Cape Cod until about 
1840. In the meantime square stern 
Schooners, usually with low quarter 
decks—thus distinguished from the 
old fashioned high quarter dock 
craft of the Marblehead type—were 
built, and for some years after the 
last mentioned date they were gen­ 
erally preferred to all others. Pros­ 
perity led to continued improve­ 
ment, and about the middle of the 
century a material change was made 
in the introduction of the modern 
clipper schooners.—Joseph William 
Dqljjps |n harper’s Magazine.

There was no hesitancy on the 
part of the natives as to their can­ 
nibalistic tendencies. They would 
suy to the whites, “Givo us that 
man; he is a lazy fellow, and you 
will never get any good out of him, 
so you may as well give him to us 
to e s t" 
Slavery was to some of the natives 
rather a desirable condition. They 
reasoned it out to Captain Hinde in 
this way: “If I am free and don’t 
get work, who is going to feed me!

Now look at ‘F atty ,’ ” he 
added, after e pause, rather inconse­ 
q uentially; "you never hear him com­ 
plain of liis had luck. 
It is those who 
have been playing with him who lift 
up their voices. 
He knows very well

for iiis m oustache and boots." 
"B ut s uue of »»• *••*** « cra!*i ur prison," 
i m urm ured reg retfully. 
‘ Well, just listen to a short account 
of what 'F a tty ’ did the other day, and 
then talk about prisons if you like, of 
course, you know th at at one tim e he 
kept a sm all coffee shop in the east 
end of London, and now bets in thou­ 
sands.

Reducing the Price of Finished Product 
and Averting Trouble. 
Machinery is beginning to play a 
very important part in flint and green- 
glass manufacture, says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. The introduction of one ma­ 
chine alone for simplifying the mak­ 
ing of fruit jars was instrumental in 
reducing the price list last fall, and 
its further application is expected to 
be a large factor in the settlement ol 
wages this year. 
To give an idea of 
the revolution which is impending in 
this branch of the glassware business, 
oneJBrm turned out last September, 
witn five machines, 32,000 Jars a day. 
For a month past four additional ma­ 
chines have been in use, and the daily 
output has been 57,000 Jars. 
There 
is now being built an additional tank 
furnace, which will double the capa­ 
city of the works and bring up the 
daily production to over 100,000 jars, 
or say 30,000,000 jars per year, which 
will be fully one-third 
of the 
en­ 
tire 
fruit-jar 
production 
of 
the 
United 
States.

die of the ocean, says the Leadville 
Herald-Democrat. Then they realize 
that they are crossing the fishing 
banks, which are located 
south 
Newfoundland, and hundreds of miles 
from the New England shore 
Life on the banks is bad enough in 
summer. There are hardships and 
dangers then in plenty, but along about 
this season of the year, when the banks 
are swept by cold storms, the dangers 
as well as the hardships are just about 
doubled. Still the fishermen stick to 
the banks, for that is where they find 
the cod, and to many of them the cod 
is the only talisman that will trans 
form toil into dollars. So, no matter 
whether the wind blows high or low 
whether the fog wraps them in its baa 
ardous folds or the sun shines, whether 
it rains or snows, the “bankers” go out 
in their dories to set their trawls and 
never think of laying their course for 
Gloucester town until their schooner 
will hold no more fish or their provis 
ions run out.. Although most “bank 
ere” are called Gloucester men, as a 
matter of fact a great many of them 
regard that place merely as a foreign 
port in which they find themselves once 
or twice a year. It used to be that 
Gloucester boats were manned by Glou 
cester men, all Yankees of the pecu 
liar species known to Cape Ann. But 
that was when there was more money 
In fishing than there is today. Now 
the Gloucester boats carry crews to 
which all natfans have contributed 
with perhaps a few exceptions. Por­ 
tuguese, 
Scaadanavians, 
French 
Nova Scotians and Spanish ship in the 
Yankee boats and take their pay in 
good American dollars. But. the boats 
themselves are of Gloucester build and 
their captains are Gloucester born and 
bred. When a fishing boat sails for 
the banks sh* carries provisions for six 
months or more, and in her hold are 
great bins of salt sufficient to keep all 
the cod which can be piled into her. 
She is not a commodious craft at best, 
but the greater part of the space below 
decks must be reserved for the catch, 
and so the crew’s quarters are always 
cramped. The dozen or fifteen men are 
crowded Into a little cabin in which 
there is just room enough for a row of 
narrow bunks on each side of a table 
in the center. In the forward end is 
the cook’s galley, where that dignitary 
exercises a wonderful economy of space 
-in disposing of his pots and pans. 
Even on deck, there it little room, 
for what space is not occupied by the 
water butts and other casks is taken 
up by the dories, which fit into each 
other like so many spoons. But fish­ 
erman have neither time nor inclina­ 
tion for promenading. Once the banks 
are reached the captain picks out his 
berth, furls his sails, drops his anchor 
and sets a little triangular piece of can­ 
vas known as a riding sail. Just how 
he knows where to find the fish he will 
not explain. Perhaps he couldn’t if he 
tried, but knew he does or else he 
would never be captain of a Gloucester 
fisherman. 
The 
average 
navigator 
would worry himself sick in trying to 
find out where he was after floating 
around on the banks for a few weeks, 
changing berths in the fog or in the 
dark. The Gloucester skipper may not 
trouble to “take the sun” once a month, 
but still he has a fair idea of the exact 
spot of the banks on which his anchor 
rests. There is a tradition that some 
of the veterans among them can de­ 
termine their location by simply smell­ 
ing of the lead as It comes from the 
bottom. This beats even the old yarn 
which is told in rhyme of Obadiah 
Folger, the Nantucket whaler, whose 
mate tried to puzzle bim by dipping 
the tallowed end of the sounding lead 
into a bt x of earth brought from home. 
The grizzled captain was not to 
be 
fooled that way, however, for he sang 
out in great alarm: 
Nantucket’s sunk, I know, I know. 
Marin Starbuck’s squash bed’s just be­ 
low. 
Heave ho the lead! Heave ho! 
At any rate, they are the most skill­ 
ful of navigators and, what is more to 
the purpose, they know the banks bet­ 
ter than the streets of their native 
town and are more familiar with the 
habits of the cod than of their next­ 
door neighbor. Once the anchor 
is 
down the dories are sent out to set the 
trawls. The dories are slight, frail- 
looking little boats, sharp at each end, 
with straight sides and flat bottoms, 
but they will ride like ducks over seas 
that make big steamships stagger. 
Even the French fishing brigs send to 
Gloucester after their dories. Two men 
are sent out in a boat. One man rows 
while the other pays out the trawl, a 
long rope, buoyed at each end, to which 
the lines and hooks are attached. Each 
boat carries several of these trawls 
and as soon as the last one is set and 
anchored It is time to row back to the 
first one. Beginning at one end the 
fisherman pulls in the trawl. On his 
hands he wears heavy mittens, re-en­ 
forced by cloth 
and sometimes 
by 
leather. In spite of this 
protection, 
however, his hands are generally cut 
and swollen, for a small cod line with 
a fish on the end of it weighing from 
ten to seventy-five pounds is not an 
easy thing to handle. The second man 
stands in the stern and as the trawl is 
pulled in he takes off the fish, kills it 
with a blow of his club and coils the 
trawl in a tub at his feet. Perhaps 
you can imagine what an unpleasant 
job this is in the summer, but unless 
you have had a similar experience you 
cannot conceive the hardship of it in 
winter. There is peril, too. No one 
but a “banker” could stand in a pitch­ 
ing, tossing dory and do any sort of 
work. Besides this, you must remem­ 
ber that he is out there on the ocean, 
perhaps two or three miles away from 
his schooner with nothing to guide 
him back but his instinct. When the 
fog shuts down suddenly he is in great 
danger of missing the little craft al­ 
together, even though the fog bell is 
rung steadily on such occasions. 
Then, when* he has six or eight 
trawls out and sees a storm coming up, 
he must get them in again if possible 
before he seeks safety. When he does 
return, with a dory loaded to the gun­ 
wales with fish, he is given only a brief 
space of time to swallow his supper be­ 
fore he has to go on deck and help 
“dress down” the day’s catch. In this 
work each man has a particular part 
which he performs. The fish first go 
to a man who cuts off the heads with 
one swing of the cleaver and jerks 
out the entrails with another move­ 
ment. The next man splits the cod 
lengthwise and takes out the backbone. 
Then the fish are gashed and passed 
down into the hold, where the packers 
and salters are at work by lantern- 
light An expert salter is almost in 
as mach demand as a good skipper. 
The fish are piled in layers as com­ 
pactly as possible and are sprinkled 
with salt, so that they will keep until 
they can be unloaded on the Glouces­ 


ter wharf, whence they go to the pick­ 
ling vats and then to the drying yards.

Again*! the Spread of the Plague from 
India. 
The French government has adopted 
special measures with a view to pre 
venting the spread of the plague from 
India, says a Paris correspondent of 
an exchange. 
Nevertheless, consider­ 
able alarm is being expressed and 
moreover, fault lr being laid at Eng 
land’s door on the ground that she 
does not discourage the dangerous 
pilgrimages to Mecca and also that she 
holds aloof from the other powers in 
the matter of arrangements for pro 
phylactic and other means. Dr. Proust 
has just read a paper on “The Defense 
of Europe Against the Plague” to one 
of the academies, in which he says that 
if the convention signed in Paris in 
1894 had been ratified, Persia and Eu 
rope would now be protected. Active 
surveillance should be exercised over 
everything coming from Bombay, and 
believing that the other governments 
will also do their duty, he trusts that 
Europe may, after all, be safe from the 
scourge. Dr. Roux, on whom the man­ 
tle of Pasteur has fallen, is more re­ 
assuring. He scouts the idea that the 
plague could work any havoc in Eu­ 
rope, for the simple reason that sani­ 
tary conditions are very different In 
this quarter of the globe from what 
they are among the Hindoos and the 
Chinese. 
Dr. Roux declares that if 
some cases were to break out in France 
the institute would experience no diffl 
cutty in supplying all the serum that 
might be required.

ClreitoMtaneea That Kept Cleveland from 
Headrleke* Funeral. 
Behind the law of Presidential suc­ 
cession is a curious chapter of unwrit­ 
ten history. 
It was told today by a 
Missourian, who has been for many 
years a trusted official of the United 
States senate. Ie explains fully an in­ 
cident, almost forgotten now, but once 
the cause of much criticism of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. 
Until ten years ago 
the law was that the President pro 
tempore of the senate succeeded to the 
Presidential office in the event of the 
death or incapacity of both President 
and Vice-President. 
In the absence 
or a President pro tempore, the suc­ 
cession devolved upon the speaker. 
But either of these officers only acted 
.as President until congress could be 
convened on twenty days’ not’ce and 
a special election could be held. Early 
in the first term of Mr. Cleveland, Vice- 
President Hendricks died at his home 
in Indianapolis. 
A situation which 
was without precedent existed. Up to 
the time of his sickness Mr. Hendricks 
had prevented the senate from electing 
a President pro tempore. He had been 
able to do this by declining to vacate 
the chair and to recognize that privi­ 
lege. 
The senate was Republican by 
a narrow majority. 
The Vice-Presi­ 
dent, having some political advantage 
in mind by so doing, steadfastly re­ 
fused to let the Republicans organize. 
When he died there was no President 
pro tempore. The death occurred be­ 
tween the dissolution of one congress 
and the regular session of the next 
congress. 
There was no speaker. 
At 
the White House President Cleveland 
was completing his preparations to go 
to Indianapolis to attend the funeral 
Senator Edmunds was at the capitol 
busy in his committee room. The sug­ 
gestion came to his mind: What would 
happen if the President should be 
killed or be rendered unfit for duty by 
an accident on this contemplated Jour­ 
ney to Indianapolis? 
“Senator Edmunds,” said the Mis­ 
sourian, "was much disturbed. 
The 
more he thought of the peculiar possi­ 
bilities the graver the situation seemed 
to him. He asked me to find some oth­ 
er senators and send them to him. 
Only two were about the capitol. They 
were soon closeted with Mr. Edmunds. 
He told them his opinion of the situa­ 
tion. He said that if anything should 
happen to Mr. Cleveland the country 
would be without a head. There would 
be no one with even the temporary au­ 
thority to call an extraordinary session 
of congress. 
It would be impossible 
to take any step. No special election 
could be ordered. There would be no 
relief from the confusion until the reg 
ular date for the assembling of con 
gress came round in December. Until 
the senate chose a President pro tem­ 
pore and the house elected a speaker, 
nobody could perform any of the duties 
of President. 
“The law then relating to Presiden­ 
tial succession was laid before the oth­ 
er senators. The anomalous condition 
had not occurred to them. They agreed 
at once that Senator Edmunds was 
right. When he suggested that under 
the circumstances the President ought 
to be specially careful they approved 
the suggestion. 
As the result of the 
conference Senator Edmunds came out 
and asked me to get a carriage for 
him. 
He rode direct to the White 
House and told Mr. Cleveland he m u|| 
not go to Indianapolis. He went over 
the ground, showing the President that 
if an accident happened to him the 
country would be left without an ex­ 
ecutive for months, until December 
came. 
The President was astonished. 
He had not had the slightest realiza­ 
tion of how much depended on his life 
at that time. 
He acknowledged the 
force of Senator Edmund’s argument, 
immediately cancelled the orders for 
transportation and remained in Wash­ 
ington.” 
There was much criticism over the 
failure of Mr. Cleveland to be present 
at the Hendricks obsequies. The news­ 
papers couldn’t understand the appar­ 
ent lack of consideration. The Presi­ 
dent said nothing. 
This is the first 
time the circumstances of the sena­ 
torial conference and of Senator Ed­ 
munds’ hurried visit to the White 
House have been told. As soon as con­ 
gress convened after Mr. Hendricks’ 
death Senator Edmunds fathered and 
pushed to enactment a bill which made 
impossible the repetition of such a cri­ 
sis. The law of succession now is such 
that a vacancy in the office of President 
of the United States is beyond all prob­ 
ability. If the President dies the1 Vice- 
President takes the office and holds it 
to the end of the berm. 
If both the 
President and the Vice-President die, 
the Secretary of State succeeds. Suc­ 
cession falls in turn upon the members 
of the cabinet, including the Secretary 
of Agriculture.

POOR HEALTH 
THE CAUSE. 


Funeral Sarvicea Sunday Afternoon Under 


the Auapicea of White Croea Lodge 


No. 30, Knight» of Pythias,at 


the Episcopal Church. 


Chaa. L. Bjorkgren, the popu lar 
night clerk at the Arlington Hotel, 
committed su icide oo Tu esday, by 
hanging himself in his room at the 
hotel. 
At what hou r of the day he 
committed the rash deed is only a 
m atter of coojectu re, bu t it was not 
discov ered u ntil 6:15 in the ev ening. 
He retired to hia room at abou t nine 
in the morning, hia u su al time, and 
no sou nd was heard from there to in­ 
dicate that anythm g u nu su al was 
transpiring. 
He u su ally arose abou t 
5 p. m., going on du ty at 6 o’clock. 
As he did not pu t m an appearance 
at that time. Manager Thos. R u ther­ 
ford sent u p the call boy to awaken 
him. 
The boy retu rned and reported 
that he cou ld not arou se him, and the 
door and traosom were locked so that 
he cou ld not get in. 
Mr. Ru therford 
then, to company with Cnas. Eckmao, 
another hotel employe, went to Bjork- 
gren’a room, and affected an entrance 
by working tbe key inside ou t of the 
lock and u sing a pase key. On enter­ 
ing they were horrified to find Bjork­ 
gren cold iu death, with a rope arou nd 
his neck hanging to a bed post. From 
the position of the body and the ar­ 
ticles abou t the room, it was ev ident 
beyond a dou bt that the u nfortu nate 
you ng man had destroyed his own 
life. 
He had deliberately cu t the 
rope from the lau ndry bag and mak­ 
ing a noose of one end, had placed it 
arou nd his neck, tying the other end 
to a loop made of cloth torn from the 
bag, which was placed ov er the corner 
post of the head of the bed. 
He mu st 
hav e laid down on the bed, after plac­ 
ing tbe rope arou nd hie neck, au d 
rolled off, the force of the fall draw­ 
ing the noose tight eoou gh to choke 
him to death. 
He had entirely dis­ 
robed except his u ndershirt, and had 
not pu t on his night shirt, which was 
lying on the bed. 
He was lying on 
his right side when fou nd, only his 
head and shou lders being raised from 
tbe floor. 
Manager Ru therford immediately 
sent for Coroner Dean, who arriv ed 
iu a few moments au d cu t down tb© 
body and had it remov ed to the u n­ 
dertaking rooms of Losey & Dean 
He decided no inqu est was necessary 
as it was beyond qu estion a case of 
au ioide. 
The rash act of Bjorkgreen was a 
great shock to the people of the hote 
and his many frieu ds abou t town, and 
no possible reason can be assignee 
for the deed except poor health. 
He 
was qu ite a bad su fferer from infiam 
matory rheu matism, at times bemg 
au able to mov e abou t withou t su ffer­ 
ing great pain. 
Ru t he was always 
ia good spirits, and seemed especially 
so lately, as he has been gaining in 
weight and health. 
He had been at 
the 
Arlington 
abou t 
aix mou ths, 
gaining twenty pou nds du ring that 
time. 
Before retiring to his room 
in the morning he lau ghed and joked 
and was in his 
u snal good spirits 
and there was not the slightest indi 
eation that he contemplated selfde­ 
stru ction. 
On Wednesday morning Coroner 
Dean, Mr. Ru therford au d Ju dge of 
Probate Milton MoFadden examined 
all his personal effects, bu t nothing 
cou ld be fou u d that wou ld throw any 
light on bis reasons for 
su icide 
There was nothing to indicate that be 
had any relattv es or near friends to 
olaim his remains. 
From conv ersa­ 
tions he has had in times past with 
acqu aintances, it is known that he has 
a father in Sweden, bu t his address is 
not known. 
Also an u ncle at Yalley 
City, N. D., bat he has not been heard 
from, althongb efforts were made to 
find him by wire. 
Deceased was a K night of Pythias 
in good standing, being a member of 
the Fargo lodge, and the local lodge 
will take charge of the fnneral and 
bu ry him here, u nless relativ es claim 
him before. 
The fu neral serv ices 
will be held at the Episcopal ehu rch 
Su nday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, 
Rev . Canon Pentreath officiating. 
Since the abov e was written a letter 
has been receiv ed from tbe deceased’s 
u ncle, who resides in Valley City, N. 
D., whose name is Otto Chilberg. He 
adv ises bu rying him here, and su g­ 
gests that his personal effects be sent 
to him and he will forward them to 
his parents.

POOR HEALTH THE CAUSE. 


Funeral Service* Sunday Afternoon Under 
the Auspices of Whit* Cross Ledge 
No. 30, Knight* cf Pythias, at 
the Episcopal Church. 


Chan L. Bjorkgren, the popular 
Hight clerk at tbs Arlington Hotel, 
committed suicide on Tuesday, by 
hanging himself in bis room at tbs 
hotel At what hour of the day he 
committed the rash dead is only a 
matter of conjecture, bot it was not 
discovered until 6:15 in Ute evening. 
He retired to hie room at about alae 
in the morning, his usual time, and 
bo sound was heard from there to in­ 
dicate that anything unusual was 
transpiring. He usually arose about 
5 p. rn., going on duty at 6 o’clock. 
As be did not put in an appearance 
at that time, Manager Thos. Ruther­ 
ford sent ap the call boy to awaken 
him. The boy retained and reported 
that he oonld not arouse him, aud th# 
door and transom were locked so that 
ba oonld not get in. Mr. Rutherford 
then, in company with Cuss. Eckman, 
another hotel employe, went to Bjork- 
gren’s room, and affected an entrance 
by working the key inside oat of the 
look and using a pass key. On enter­ 
ing they were horrified to find Bjork­ 
gren cold in death, with a rope around 
his neck hanging to a bed post. From 
the position of the body and the ar­ 
ticles shoat the room, it was evident 
beyond a doubt that the unfortunate 
young man had destroyed his own 
life. He bad deliberately on! the 
rope from the laundry bag and mak­ 
ing a noose of one end, had placed it 
around his nook, tying the other end- 
to a loop made of cloth torn from tho 
bag, which was placed over the cornea 
poet of the bead of the bed. He must 
have laid down on the bed, after plac­ 
ing the rope around his neck, and 
rolled off, th# force of tbs fall draw­ 
ing the noose tight enough to choke 
bim to death. He had entirely dis­ 
robed except his undershirt, and had 
not pat on his night shirt, which was 
lying on tho bed. He was lying on 
bis right side when found, only his 
head and shoulders being raised from 
the floor. 
Manager Rutherford immediately 
sent for Coroner Dean, who arrived 
in a few moments and cat down th* 
body and had it removed to the un­ 
dertaking rooms of Lossy A Dean. 
Be decided no inquest was necessary, 
as it was beyond question a ease of 
suicide. 
The rash sot of Bjorkgreen was a 
great shock to the people of the hotel 
and his many friends shout town, and 
no possible reason can be assigned 
for the deed except poor health. He 
was quite a bad sufferer from inflam­ 
matory rheumatism, at times being 
unable to move about without suffer­ 
ing great paul, 
Rut he was always 
ie good spirits, sad seemed especially 
so lately, aa ha has been gaining in 
weight and health. He had been at 
the Arlington about six months, 
gaming twenty pounds daring that 
time. 
Before retiring to his room 
in the morning ho laughed sad joked 
and was in his usual good spirits, 
aud there was not the slightest indi­ 
cation that he con tem [J ated selfde­ 
struction. 
On Wednesday morning Coroner 
Dean, Mr. Rutherford and Judge of 
Probate Milton MoFadden examined 
all his personal effects, bat nothing 
coaid be found that woald throw any 
light on bis reasons for suicide. 
There was nothing to indicate that ha 
had any relatives or near friends to 
olaim his remains. From conversa­ 
tions he has had in times past with 
acquaintances, it is known that he has 
a father in Sweden, but his address is 
not known. 
Also an uncle at Talley 
City, N. D., bat be baa not been hoard 
from, although efforts were made to 
find him by wire. 
Deceased was a Knight of Pythias 
in good standing, being a member of 
the Fargo lodge, and the local lodge 
will take oharge of the funeral and 
bury bim here, unless relatives olaim 
him before. 
The funeral services 
will be held at the Episcopal ehnrch 
Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, 
Rev. Canon Pentreath officiating. 
Since the above was written a letter 
has bomi received from the deceased’s 
uncle, who resides in Valley City, N. 
D., whose name is Otto Chilberg. He 
advisee burying him here, and sug­ 
gests that his personal effects be sent 
to bim and ha will forward them to 
his parents.

No moke bills can be introduced 
iuto the legislature. 
VVe ought to be 
thankful for that. 


T he stale agricultural experiment 
station ha*, issuetl a bulletin on in 
jurmuB insects in the state in 1<S96. A 
great many of the lum ber bovs. and 
oiher«, have felt them. 


Now IT is the duty of i he legislature 
to build au asylum on he site p u r­ 
chased by the state for thai purpoce 
at Anoka, if one is as badly needed as 
the H asting’s people asserted. 


Gov. C lough's veto of the bill 
locating the insane asylum at Hastings 
when a site at. Anoka had already 
been purchased aud |>aid for, will be 
approved by every right minded per­ 
son who would 
not be personally 
benefitted by the change. 


T he single tax theory seems to be 
making rapid progress in public favor, 
ju d ging from the published inter­ 
views in the city dailies with some of 
the most prom inent men in the state. 
But t hese men don’t hold auy uuirn 
proved land for speculation, which 
makes a difference, 


A RE APPORTIONMENT bill will prob- 
ablp pass the legislature this session 
U nder the new scheme five new dis­ 
tricts will bo created with GO senators 
aud 120 representatives. 
Crow Wing 
aud Morrison counties will comprise 
one district, with one senator and two 
representatives. 
This arrangem ent 
wul be satisfactory to the people of 
this county. 


A noka ought to have the fourth in­ 
sane asylum located there. 
B u t the 
papers of that city are adopting a 
m ighty poor way of getting favors, or 
their just deserts, for that matter, by 
threatening to kill and 
slaughter 
politically all who oppose her wishes 
iu the matter. 
No place was ever 
beuefitted by such tactics, but a great 
many have been seriously injured. 


A bill is now peudm g before the 
legislature known as ‘‘the local option 
taxation bill,” which would give the 
people of any comm unity the right to 
adopt the single t** *4»oorj for local 
taxation.

8. F 1G3 has been signed by the 
governor, aud it im im portant that all 
clerks of conrt and sheriffs in the 
state know of its provisions at once. 
The bill relates to personal tax de 
liuquetuoes ftwd radically am ends the 
old law 
U nder the old law, on Aprjl 
1st of each year, the treasurer or 
auditor made out u statem ent showing 
the personal delinquents, and the 
clerk of court immediately issued 
citations against the delinquents, who 
were put to great inconvauienco amj 
hardship iu mauy cases. 
The new 
law provides that the clerk shall not 
issue these citations, but that the de­ 
linquents shall have fifteen days from 
April 1st, d uring which they may file 
au auswer and take the case into court 
if in their opmiou the assessiaeut is 
wrong, or from any other reason the 
tax should not be paid. 
T he new law 
is directly in the interest of the poor 
tax payers.__________________ 


W ill Organize. 
T he Minneapolis Times of yester 
day contains the following, which is 
the latest in regard to organization: 
‘•Senator Whitney asked yesterday 
that 11. F. 508 (The Cass and Beltrami 
organization bill) tie taken from the 
table and referred to himselt and Sen 
ator F itte r for amendm ent. 
This 
was done without objection. 
It js un­ 
derstood that the friends and op|x> 
nents of the bill have agreed on a 
compromise, and that the bill will lie 
passed without opposition today. 
Sen 
ator W hitney, who represents the 
homesteaders.and Senator Potter, who 
stands for the lumbermen, agreed on 
a bill yesterday. 
It limits the county 
to a tax levy of $12,000 per annum for 
ten years to run the county government 
of Beltrami, and to 2 per cent for 
school purposes, and also limits the 
indebtedness. 
The 
homesteaders 
have agreed to these fiscal restrictions, 
and the lum ber Interests have with 
drawn their opposition on the strength 
of these restrictions. 
F . J . Cline, 
who represents the pine land depart­ 
ment of T. B. W alker’s business, 
states that Mr. 
W alker is entirely 
pleased with this arrangement. 
He 
denies the report that Mr. Walker 
was opposed to the settlem ent of tin* 
county. 
All he wants is to prevent, 
wild financial management and keep 
the county government down to a 
careful and business like system. 
It 
is understood th a t all opposition to 
the organization project is now past, 
and that the bill will pass by almost 
unanimous vote.” 
Since the above was pu t in type 
this morning, Ju d g e Hollaud has re­ 
ceived a telegram announcing that 
the bill had passed the senate.

Crow Wing the Best. 
The com m ittee appointed by the 
legislature to investigate the 
beet 
sugar industry hai 
made its report 
which in very lenghty and complete. 
It finds (he coudi ions in Minnesota 
excellent for be-*t raising, and submits 
reports of experim ents m ade in 1890, 
in raising sugar beets, which places 
Crow W ing county at the head of the 
list in the quality of the beets raised 
as to the amount of sugar contained 
in the beets, and the purity 
Ttie 
Mmneaj>oli8 Journal 
published the 
report complete, from which we clip 
tho following extracts: 
“At the present tim e there are ne­ 
gotiations under way betweeu P hila­ 
delphia capitalists aud 
the G reat 
N orthern. N orthern Pacific, and St. 
Paul & D uluth railways which, if suc- 
cessfully completed, will result in the 
establishm ent of four large beet sugar 
factories iu this state, and there are 
num erous private parties who have 
signified a desire to enter upou the 
field which looks as promising. 
“Some interesting calculations have 
beeu made by Professor Kaiser 
He 
shvs that durin g the years from 1891 
to 1895 inclusive the United States im­ 
ported sugar aud mol lasses to tbeval 
ue of $540,000,000 exclusive of tariff 
charges. 
D uring the same period, in 
round uuuibers, our exports of wheat 
and flour am ounted to $736,000,000 
Adil the duty charges to the former 
and it is almost as great as the latter. 
“ Professor Kaiser also 
estimates 
that the 1,500.000 people iu Mmnesota 
u*e annually 90,000,000 pounds of su 
gar, costing about $4,000,000, every 
cent of which goes out of the state 
It uceds no furt her argum ent to show 
the vastnesB of the m arket 
which 
awaits the coming industry. 
*‘Iu order to give a fair idea of the 
value of the beet sugar iudustry it is 
necessary to quote a few figures. T he 
total product of the bee* sugar iu the 
United States in 1895 was 30,000 tons; 
of cauo su gar, 324,000 tous, 
Total 
domestic production, including maple 
and sorghum sugar, 377,000 tuus. 
T he total imports were 1,450.000 tous, 
valued at $110,000,000 
The totul con­ 
sumption was 1,950,000 tons of 2.240 
pounds. 
It can be seen by this that 
the United States consumes about 
2,000,000 tous of sugar annually, and 
produces but 377,000 tons of sugar 
annually. 
“The first beet sugar factory 
13 
America 
bpdt *0 ( ’hatsworth. 111., 
1863. 
Th ore are uow eight factories 
located iu five different states, aud oue 
other to be built in Wisconsin 
These 
factories in 1895 turned out 60,000, 
000 pounds of sugar. 
“The universal testimony of chem ­ 
ists, says the ref>ort, is that aay good 
wheat luud is suitable for beets, and it 
is, therefore, easy to see that they can 
be cultivated with great success in 
almost any poftiop of the sta^a. 
Re 
peated analysis has shown that beets 
raised in the United States contain as 
great percentage of sugar as similar 
vegiables growu m Europe. 
“D. A. H arper of the Minnesota ex 
periraental station after four years ex- 
p en m e n 'sin beat sugar cultivation in 
the slate, says the resqlt^were reason 
ably satisfactory. 
T he experim ents 
of 1890 were so encouraging that seeds 
were imported from Germ any, 
and 
distributed am ong 2,500 farmers in all 
parts of the state. 
T he results are 
best stated in tite follo»iug table;

“ F irst—Its root must have the form, 
ueither of a carrot nor of a tuber, but 
be shaped more like a Bartlett pear 
I t must be long and slender, gradually 
tapering and free from large lateral 
roots. 
“Second—It m ust not grow above 
the surface of the ground. 
“Third - It must have a smooth, 
white surface and the flesh be white 
and hard.

T he schooner w as in v en ted at 
G loucester by a b u ild er of fishing 
vessels. H isto ry records th a t “ C ap­ 
tain R obinson b u ilt and rigged a 
ketch, as th ey w ere th en called, 
m asted and rigged it in a i>eculiar 
m a n n e r; w hen launched, th e pecul­ 
iar m otion she m ade as she glided 
in to th e w a te r from th e stocks caus 
ed one of th e b y stan d ers to exclaim , 
‘Oh, how she scoons!’ 
R obinson 
In stan tly dash ed a b o ttle of rum 
ag ain st h er bow and exclaim ed, ‘A 
icooner let h er b e !’ 
A nd th u s th e 
schooner o rig in a te d .” 
T his ev en t 
hapjiened in 1713, and th re e y ears 
la te r m ention is m ade of tho em ­ 
ploym ent of a “ scooner” in tho fish­ 
eries off C ape Sable, N ova Scotia. 
Tho in v en tio n of th e schooner w as 
an im p o rta n t e v en t to th e New E n g ­ 
land fisheries, for its rig has been 
found, a fte r n e a rly tw o c en tu ries of 
tria l, w ell adapted to fishing vessels 
em ployed in th e w estern A tlantic. 
It has been m a te ria lly im proved, 
how ever, since its adoption, and th e 
lo ft3T, y aclitlik e fishing clipper of 
today bears little resem blance to its 
an cien t p ro to ty p e, even th o u g h th e 
rig re m a in s th e sam e in principle. 
Im m ed iately a fte r th e R ev olution­ 
a ry w ar tho adoption of th e “ C he 
baeco b o a t” becam e q u ite general, 
especially along th e n o rth sh o re of 
M assachusetts. 
T hese d im in u tiv e 
craft, a t first ra n g in g from about 
five to ten tons, derived th e ir spe 
ciflc nam e from Cliebacco, now a 
p a rt of th e tow n of Essex, M ass., 
w h ere th e y originated. 
C at rigged, 
w ith tw o m asts, th ey w ere “ h a n d y ” 
b oats and becam e so p o p u lar th a t 
th e y could Iky m et w ith on alm ost 
all of tho in sh o re grounds. 
In la te r 
years, w hen som e w ere as large as 
from 15 to 20 tons, th ey grew m ore 
venturesom e, and th e ir cruises ex­ 
tended to tho offshore banks. 
Indeed tra d itio n tells of som e go­ 
ing as fa r as th e W est Indies d u rin g 
th e em bargo period, c a rry in g out 
cargoes of fish and re tu rn in g w ith 
rum , su g a r o r m olasses. 
T he diffi­ 
c u lty of in terco u rse at th a t tim e 
often m ade th ese ven tu res profitable, 
aud a p p a re n tly less risk w as taken 
in th ese d im in u tiv e vessels th an in 
Jarger craft. 
As early as 1820 th e pinky began 
to supersede th e C hebacco boat. 
T h is w as sim ila r in form to th e la t­ 
ter, being a sh a rp stern ed c ra ft, but 
it w as la rg e r and carried a bow ­ 
sp rit and jib, th u s h av in g a full 
schooner rig. It w as m ost g en erally 
in use n o rth of C ape Cod u n til about 
1840. 
In th e m eantim e sq u are stern 
schooners, u sually w ith low q u a rte r 
decks—th u s d istinguished from th e 
old fashioned high 
q u a rte r dock 
c ra ft of th e M arblehead ty p e—w ere 
built, and for som e years a fte r th e 
last m entioned d ate they wero gen­ 
e ra lly p referred to all others. P ro s­ 
p erity led to continued im prove­ 
m ent, and ab o u t th e m iddle of th e 
ce n tu ry a m a te ria l change w as m ade

It is one of the beliefs of Mussul­ 
mans th at a m utilated body cannot 
enter heaven. 
So cannibalism, or 
the dread of it, had its effects on 
these slave dealing Arabs.

T h e W i n t e r S o f t C r a b . 
The w inter soft crab differs from 
its summ er cousin only slightly in 
appearance, being a little uarrow er 
in the body. 
It is, however, more 
suooulent und finer flavored than 
the choicest specimen of the other 
kind, a fact that is well known to 
epicures. 
Moreover, being a rock 
crab, or, as it is called lu re, u sand 
crab, it differs in its habits from the 
other, which lives in the mud, and 
this difference has much to do with 
its comparative scarcity in ordi­ 
nary seasons. 
It is much harder to 
find, unless the hunter lias sharp 
eyes and a good knowledge of its 
ways, and it chooses its hiding places 
and its tim e of shedding w ith n 
wisdom too great for reason und a t­ 
tributable only to instinct.

Behind the law of Presidential suc­ 
cession is a curious chapter of unwrit­ 
ten history. 
It was tc.ld today by a 
Missourian, who has been for many 
years a trusted official of the United 
States aenate. 
Ie explains fully an In­ 
cident. almost forgotten now, but once 
the cause of much criticism of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. 
Until ten years ago 
the law was that the President pro 
tempore of the senate succeeded to the 
Presidential office in the event of the 
death or incapacity of both President 
and Vice-President. 
In the absence 
of a President pro tempore, the suc­ 
cession devolved upon the 
speaker. 
Hut either of these officers only acted 
as President until congress could be 
convened on twenty days’ notice and 
a special election could be held. Karly 
in the first term of Mr. Cleveland, Vice- 
President Hendricks died at his home 
in Indianapolis. 
A situation which 
was without precedent existed. 
Up to 
the time of his sickness Mr. Hendricks 
had prevented the senate from electing 
a President pro tempore. He had been 
able to do this by declining to vacate 
the chair and to recognize that privi­ 
lege. 
The senate was Republican by 
a narrow majority. 
The Vice-Presi­ 
dent, having some political advantage 
in mind by so doing, steadfastly re­ 
fused to let tin* Republicans organise. 
When he died there was no President 
pro tempore. 
The death occurred be­ 
tween the dissolution of one congress 
and the regular session of the next 
congress. 
There was no speaker. 
At 
the White House President Cleveland 
was completing his preparations to go 
to Indianapolis to attend the funeral. 
Senator Edmunds was at the capitol, 
busy in his committee room. The sug­ 
gestion came to his mind: What would 
happen if the 
President should 
be 
killed or be rendered unfit for duty by 
an accident on this contemplated JoQr- 
ney to Indianapolis? 
“Senator Edmunds,” said the Mis­ 
sourian, "was much disturbed. 
The 
more he thought of the peculiar possi­ 
bilities the graver the situation seemed 
to him. He asked me to find some oth­ 
er senators and send them 
to him. 
Only two were about the capitol. They 
were soon closeted with Mr. Edmunds. 
He told them his opinion of the situa­ 
tion. 
He said that if anything should 
happen to Mr. Cleveland the country 
would be without a head. There would 
be no one with even tin* temporary au­ 
thority to call an extraordinary session 
of congress. 
It would be impossible 
to take any step. 
No special election 
could lie ordered. 
There would be no 
relief from tlie confusion until the reg­ 
ular date for the assembling of con­ 
gress came round in December. 
Until 
the senate chose a President pro tem­ 
pore and the house elected a speaker, 
nobody could perform any of the duties 
of President. 
“The law then relating to Presiden­ 
tial succession was laid before the oth­ 
er senators. 
The anomalous condition 
had not occurred to them. They agreed 
at once that Senator Edmunds was 
right. 
When he suggested that under 
the circumstances the President ought 
to be specially careful they approved 
the suggestion. 
As the result of the 
conference Senator Edmunds came out 
anil asked me to get a carriage for 
him. 
He rode direct to the White 
House and told Mr. Cleveland he muaf 
not go to Indianapolis. 
He went over 
the ground, showing the President that 
if an accident happened to him the 
country would be left without an ex­ 
ecutive for 
months, until 
December 
came. 
The President was astonished. 
He had not had the slightest realiza­ 
tion of how much depended on his life 
at that time. 
He acknowledged the 
force of Senator Edmund’s argument, 
immediately cancelled the orders for 
transportation and remained in Wash­ 
ington.” 
There was much criticism over the 
failure of Mr. Cleveland to be present 
at the Hendricks obsequies. The news­ 
papers couldn’t understand the appar­ 
ent lack of consideration. 
The Presi­ 
dent said nothing. 
This is the first 
time tiie circumstances of the sena­ 
torial conference and of Senator Ed­ 
munds’ 
hurried visit to the White 
House have been told. As soon as con­ 
gress convened after Mr. Hendricks’ 
death Senator Edmunds fathered and 
pushed to enactment a Dill which made 
impossible the repetition of such a cri­ 
sis. The law of succession now is such 
that a vacancy in the office of President 
of the United States is beyond all prob­ 
ability. If the President dies the Vice- 
President takes tiie office and holds it 
to the end of the term. 
If both the 
President and the Vice-President die, 
the Secretary of State succeeds. 
Suc­ 
cession falls in turn upon the members 
of the cabinet, including the Secretary 
of Agriculture.

“Who is he?” was the question peo­ 
ple asked in wonder, as they and lie 
went on the course probably with a 
common purpose (to “get a bit,” as the 
mission is called by those who fol­ 
low it); and the reply was invariably 
the sa m e , “Fatty.” 
That was was all. 
“Fatty,” pure and 
simple; this seemed to satisty puunc 
curiosity. 
Further interro ;ation was 
considered adventurous, in view of the 
startling facts it might reveal. 
To 
look at him was enough, especially 
when he was backing losers. 
Truly, “Fatty” was a remarkable 
character, unconventional in his lile 
and customs, also in his ideas.as to 
the rights of individuals, so far as per­ 
sonal property was concerned. 
What 
he wished to have he thought he was 
entitled to take, if the owner’s atten­ 
tion was diverted; and no man was 
cleverer than lie in diverting owners' 
attention when there was anything to 
be taken by doing so. 
Not a person of high principle, he 
could afford to purchase the luxuries 
of tlie season in sufficient abundance 
to gratify his appetite, which was im­ 
mense.

ASSENGERS on an 
ocean 
steamship 
'jl are s o m e t i m e s 
startled 
as 
the 
great floating pal­ 
ace which carries 
them w e s t w a r d 
shoots 
her 
black 
prow into a clump 
of little schooners 
anchored, it seems, 
nearly in the mid­ 
dle of the ocean, says the Leadville 
Herald-Democrat. 
Then 
they realize 
that they 
are 
crossing 
the 
fishing 
banks, which 
are located 
south 
of 
Newfoundland, and hundreds of miles 
front the New England shore. 
Life on the banks is bad enough in 
summer. 
There 
are 
hardships 
and 
dangers then in plenty, but along about j 
this season of the year, when the banks j 
are swept by cold storms, the dangers j 
as well as tho hardships are just about , 
doubled. 
Still the fishermen stick to 
the banks, for that is where they find 
the cod, and to many of them the cod 
is the only talisman that will trans­ 
form toll into dollars. 
So, no matter 
whether the wind blows high or low, 
whether the fog wraps them in its haz­ 
ardous folds or the sun shines, whether 
it rains or snows, the “bankers” go out 
in their dories to set their trawls and 
never think of laying their course for 
Gloucester town until their schooner 
will hold no more fish or their provis­ 
ions run out.. 
Although most “ bank­ 
ers” are called Gloucester men, as a 
matter of fact a great many of them 
regard that place merely as a foreign 
port in which they find themselves once 
or twice a year. 
It used to be that 
Gloucester boats were manned by Glou­ 
cester men, all Yankees of the pecu­ 
liar species known to Cape Ann. 
But 
that was whni there was more money 
in fishing than there is today. 
Now 
the Gloucester boats carry crews to 
which all natfoms 
have 
contributed, 
with perhaps a few' exceptions. 
Por­ 
tuguese, 
Scandanavians, 
French, 
Nova Scotians and Spanish ship in the 
Yankee boats and take their pay in 
good American dollars. 
But the boats 
themselves are of Gloucester build and 
their captains are Gloucester born and 
bred. 
When a fishing boat sails for 
the banks shy carries provisions for six 
months or more, and in her hold are 
great bins of salt sufficient to keep all 
the cod which can be piled into her. 
She is not a commodious craft at best, 
but tho greater part of the space below 
decks must be reserved for the catch, 
and so the crew’s quarters are always 
cramped. The dozen or fifteen men are 
crowded hito a little cabin in which 
there is just room enough for a row of 
narrow bunks on each side of a table 
in the center. 
In the forward end is 
the cook’s galley, where that dignitary 
.exercises a wonderful economy of space 
in disposing of his pots 
and 
pans. 
Even on deck, there it little room, 
for what space is not occupied by the 
water butts and other casks is taken 
up by the dories, which fit into each 
other like so many spoons. 
But fish­ 
erman have neither time nor inclina­ 
tion for promenading. Once the banks 
are reached the captain picks out his 
berth, furls his sails, drops his anchor 
and sets a little triangular piece of can­ 
vas known as a riding sail. Just how 
he know's where to find the fish he will 
not explain. 
Perhaps he couldn’t if he 
tried, but knew he does or else he 
would never be captain of a Gloucester 
fisherman. 
The 
average 
navigator 
would worry himself sick in trying to 
find out where he was after floating 
around on the hanks for a few weeks, 
changing berths in the fog or in the 
dark. 
The Gloucester skipper may not 
trouble to “take the sun” once a month, 
but still he has a fair idea of the exact * 
spot of the banks on which his anchor 
rests. 
There is a tradition that some 
of the veterans among them can de­ 
termine their location by simply smell­ 
ing of the lead as it comes front the 
bottom. 
This beats even the old yarn 
which is told in rhyme 
of 
Obadiah 
Folger, the Nantucket whaler, whose 
mate tried to puzzle him by dipping 
the tallowed end of the sounding lead 
into a hex of earth brought from home. 
The grizzled captain was not 
to 
he 
fooled that way, however, for he sang 
out in great alarm: 
Nantucket’s sunk, I know, I know. 
Marin Starbucks squash bed’s just be­ 
low. 
Heave ho the lead! 
Heave ho! 
At any rate, they are the most skill­ 
ful of navigators and, what is more to 
the purpose, they know the banks bet­ 
ter than the streets of their native 
town and are more familiar with the 
habits of the cod than of their next- 
dcor neighbor. 
Once the 
anchor 
is 
down the dories are sent out to set the 
trawls. 
The dories are slight, frail- 
looking little boats, sharp at each end, 
with straight sides and flat bottoms, 
but they will ride like ducks over seas 
that 
make 
big steamships stagger. 
Even the French fishing brigs send to 
Gloucester after their dories. Two men 
are sent out in a boat. 
One man rows 
while the other pays out the trawl, a 
long rope, buoyed at each end, to which 
the lines and hooks are attached. Each 
boat carries several of these trawls 
and as soon as the last one is set and 
anchored it is time to row back to the 
first one. 
Beginning at one end the 
fisherman pulls in the trawl. 
On his 
hands he wears heavy mittens, re-en­ 
forced by cloth 
and 
sometimes 
by 
leather. 
In spite of this 
protection, 
however, his hands are generally cut 
and swollen, for a small cod line with 
a fish on the end of it weighing from 
ten to seventy-five pounds is not an 
easy thing to handle. 
The second man 
stands in the stern and as the trawl is 
pulled in he takes off the fish, kills it 
with a blow of his club and coils the 
trawl in a tub at his feet. 
Perhaps 
you car. imagine what an unpleasant 
job this is in the summer, but unless 
you have had a similar experience you 
cannot conceive the hardship of it in 
winter. 
There is peril, too. 
No one 
but a “banker” could stand in a pitch­ 
ing, tossing dory and do any sort of 
work. 
Besides this, you must remem­ 
ber that he is out there on the ocean, 
perhaps two or three miles away from 
his schooner with nothing to guide 
him back but his instinct. 
When the 
fog shuts down suddenly he is in great 
danger of missing the little craft al­ 
together, even though the fog bell is 
rung steadily on such occasions. 
Then, when he has 
six 
or 
eight 
trawls cut and sees a storm coming up, 
he must get them in again if possible 
before he seeks safety. 
When he does 
return, with a dory loaded to the gun­ 
wales with fish, he is given only a brief 
space of time to swallow his supper be­ 
fore he has to go on deck and help 
“dress down” the day’s catch. 
In this 
work each man has a particular part 
which he performs. 
The fish first go 
to a man who cuts off the heads with 
one swing of the cleaver and Jerks 
out the entrails with another move­ 
ment. 
The next man splits the cod 
lengthwise and takes out the backbone. 
Then the fish are washed and passed 
down into the hold, where the packers 
and salters are at wrork 
by 
lantern- 
light. 
An expert salter is almost In 
as much demand as a good skipper. 
The fish are piled in layers as com­ 
pactly as possible and 
are sprinkled 
j with salt, so that they will keep until 
Lbey can he u n lo aded on the Glouces-

The French government has adopted 
special measures with a view to pre­ 
venting the spread of the plague from 
India, says a Baris correspondent of 
an exchange. 
Nevertheless, consider­ 
able alarm is being expressed and, 
moreover, fault If being laid at Eng­ 
land's door on the ground that she 
does 
not discourage 
the dangerous 
pilgrimages to Mecca and also that she 
holds aloof from the other powers in 
the matter of arrangements for pro­ 
phylactic and other means. Dr. Proust 
has just read a paper on “The Defense 
of Europe Against the Blague” to one 
of the academies, in which he says that 
if the convention signed In Baris in 
1894 had been ratified, Persia and Eu­ 
rope would now be protected. 
Active 
surveillance should be exercised over 
everything coming from Bombay, and, 
believing that the other governments 
will also do their duty, he trusts that 
Europe may, after all. he safe from the 
scourge. I)r. Roux, on whom the man­ 
tle of Pasteur has fallen, is more re­ 
assuring.

The introduction of one ma­ 
chine alone for simplifying the mak­ 
ing of fruit jars was instrumental in 
reducing the price list last fall, and 
its further application is expected to 
be a large factor in the settlement ol 
wages this year. 
To give an idea of 
tho revolution which is impending in 
this branch of the glassware business, 
oneJfirm turned out last September, 
witn five machines, 32,000 jars a day. 
For a month past four additional ma­ 
chines have been in use, and the dally 
output has been 57,000 jars. 
There 
is now being built an additional tank 
furnace, which will double the capa­ 
city of the works and bring up the 
daily production to over 100,000 jars, 
or say 30,000,000 jars per year, which 
will be fully one-third 
of

fruit-jar 
production

Chas. L. Bjorkgren, the popular 
night clerk at the Arlington Hotel, 
committed suicide on Tuesday, by 
hanging himself in his room at the 
hotel. 
At what hour of the day he 
committed the rash deed is only a 
matter of conjecture, but it was not 
discovered until 6:15 in the evening 
He retired to his room at about nine 
in the morning, his usual time, and 
□o sound was heard from there to in 
dicate that anything unusual was 
transpiring. 
He usually arose about 
5 p. rn., going on duty at 6 o’clock 
As he did not put rn an appearance 
at that time, Manager Thos. Ruther­ 
ford sent up the call boy to awaken 
him. 
The boy returned and reported 
that he could not arouse him, and the 
door and transom were locked so that 
he could not get in. 
Mr. Rutherford 
then, in company with Chas. Eckman, 
another hotel employe, went to Bjork- 
gren’s room, and affected an entrance 
by working the key inside oat of the 
lock and using a pass key. On enter­ 
ing they were horrified to find Bjork­ 
gren cold in death, with a rope around 
his neck hanging to a bod post. From 
the position of the body and the ar 
tides about the room, it was evident 
beyond a doubt that the unfortunate 
young man had destroyed his own 
life. He had deliberately cut the 
rope from the laundry bag and mak­ 
ing a noose of one end, had placed it 
around his neck, tying the other end 
to a loop made of cloth torn from the 
bag, which was placed over the corner 
post of the head of the bed. 
He must 
have laid down on the bed, after plac­ 
ing the rope around his neck, aud 
rolled off, the force of the fall draw­ 
ing the noose tight enough to choke 
him to death. 
He had entirely dis­ 
robed except bis undershirt, and had 
not put o d his night shirt, which was 
lying on the bed. 
He was lying on 
his right side when found, only his 
head and shoulders beiog raised from 
the floor. 
Manager Rutherford immediately 
sent for Coroner Deau, who arrived 
iu a few moments and cut down tho 
body and had it removed to the un­ 
dertaking rooms of Losey & Dean. 
He decided no inquest was necessary, 
as it was beyond question a case of 
suicide. 
The rash act of Bjorkgreen was a 
great shock to the people of the hotel 
and his many friends about town, and 
no possible reason caQ be assigned 
for the deed except poor health. He 
was quite a bad sufferer from inflam­ 
matory rheumatism, at times being 
unable to move about without suffer­ 
ing great pain, 
Rut he was always 
ia good spirits, and seemed especially 
so lately, as he has been gaining in 
weight and health. 
He had been at 
the Arlington 
about 
six mouths, 
gaming twenty pounds during that 
time. 
Before retiring to his room 
in the morning he laughed and joked 
and was in his 
usual good spirits, 
and there was not the slightest indi­ 
cation that he contemplated selfde­ 
struction. 
On Wednesday morning Coroner 
Dean, Mr. Rutherford and Judge of 
Probate Milton MoFadden examined 
all his personal effeets, but nothing 
could be found that would throw any 
light on bis reasons for 
suicide. 
There was nothing to indicate that he 
had any relatives or near friends to 
olaim his remains. 
From conversa­ 
tions he has had in times past with 
acquaintances, it is known that he has 
a father in Sweden, but his address is 
not known. 
Also an uncle at Valley 
City, N. D., but he has not been heard 
from, although efforts were made to 
find him by wire. 
Deceased was a Knight of Pythias 
in good standing, being a member of 
the Fargo lodge, and the local lodge 
will take charge of the funeral and 
bury him here, unless relatives claim 
him before. 
The funeral services 
will be held at the Episcopal church 
Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, 
Rev. Canon Pentreath officiating. 
Since the above was written a letter 
has been received from the deceased’s 
UQcle, who resides in Valley City, N. 
D., whose name is Otto Chilberg. He 
advises burying him here, aud sug­ 
gests that his personal effects be sect 
to him and he will forward them to 
his parents.

Decoration Day. 
At the meeting of Pap Thomas 
Post on Saturday evening last, com­ 
mittees for Memorial Day were ap­ 
pointed as follows:
